THE QUESTION OF INCREASING foreign trade is one of the most 
important matters with which Canada must deal in the post-war years. 
During the war, it was demonstrated that we have here the necessary 
requisites for great industrial development. When there was urgent need 
for war materials, Canadian industry was able to expand greatly to help | 
meet these needs, and this expansion brought about a general speeding 
up of activity in many of the primary industries, in transportation services, | 
and other factors associated with industrial production. During the war, | 
when labour and material were often in short supply, this expansion was | 
frequently beset with difficulties, but in time of peace, such a development 
would be of benefit to the entire country.

Canada’s Minister of Trade, Mr. MacKinnon, has | 
drawn attention to the fact that we are now faced | 

with a challenge to seek new markets in addition to! 
A Challenge those in the United States and Great Britain, which | 
have been for many years the traditional outlets for Canadian goods. The 
Trade Minister, in a recent address before the Canadian Junior Chamber 
of Commerce at Edmonton, expressed the view that we can look to Latin 
America for great expansion in trade. It is apparent that there is a keen | 
interest in those countries in developing trade with Canada and that there 
is a very large market there for many Canadian products, Mr, MacKinnon 
and other authorities have also urged that more attention be directed to 
markets for Canadian goods in the Orient. Japan, once a great exporting

It is apparent that competition for 
business in the post-war world is keen, but Canada has much to gain by 
making every effort to secure profitable outlets for her products, In the 
words of Mr. MacKinnon, “if Canada cannot find markets for her Zoods at 
satisfactory prices, we will at once feel the sad consequences here.” De- 
velopments respecting foreign trade should be watched with interest for 
they may have a profound effect on Canada’s future economy.

Natural Resources 


Of Ontario Said To Be Retarded By, 
Lack Of Population 
TORONTO.—Development of On- 
|tario’s vast natural resources is re+ 
| tarded cnly by lack of population, 
provincial agriculture minister Ken- 
nedy said at a dinner given by the 
government for the international 
emergency good council committee 
,cn fertilizers. The committee repre- 

sents 11 nations. 

“Our population is only 11 persons 
to the square mile and the land un- 
der cultivation amounts to only 25 
per cent, of the province’s area,” 
said Mr, Kennedy. “What we need 
here is more people.” 

More than a score of pulp and 
paper companies in Northern Ontario 
were in constant operation but they 
had only scratched the fringe of mil- 
lions of acres of standing timber. 

“One company (Abitibi) is work- 


jing in a circle which will take it 20 


years to complete and by that time 
there will be new growth ready for 
cutting,” said Mr, Kennedy. “I've 
flown over areas which I doubt will 
ever see the imprint of man for years 
to come.” 
TROOPS OVERSEAS 

More than 9,400 army, navy and 
air force personnel are still overseas 
awaiting repatriation to Canada, it 
was learned from service headquart- 
ers.

Experimental Station Morden, Man.

Two species have been used princi- 
pally to secure the necessary, hardiness’ 
fc western conditions.

and quality desired 
| At the Morden station the best 
| encouragement has come from work- 
ling with the Manchurian — species. 
| Numerous crosses {between thie St- 
| berfan apricot and the varieties 
| Moorpark, Stalla, Scout, Sophia and 
Wenachee thave not given anything 
considered valuable. A large F2 
| population of a cross of Siberian x 
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Moorpark has been grown at Morden 
from seed secured in 1985, From these 
ane selection of M601 was given a 
re-test number. None of the other 
seedlings has created enthusiasm at 
the station, 

The best to come from Morden and 
to be named is the variety, Scout. 
This is a Manchurian seedling select. 
ed in 1935 and named in 1987. Among 
named varieties which are hardy at 
Morden it has rated highest in cook- 
ing tests. It is an attractive, well 
flavored, free-stone fruit whic has 
yielded abundantly. Many seedlings 
of Scout have fruited from 1940 on, 
Among these are some promising 
selections now in the preliminary 
stages of tests, The trees are mostly 
strong and hardy. The fruits preserve 
well, have rated high when cooked, 
often equal to or superior to Scout, 
The majority of seedlings bear fruit 
vi ich are definitely free-stone, a clear 
ai.lcot color, firm flesh, although oc- 
casionally somewhat dry, oblong and 
flattish in shape, and fair quality. 
They retain shape well in cooking, A 
block of seedlings from seed pur: 
chased in Manchuria through the U. 
S.S.R. has provided a different type 
of fruit. Twees of these are tall, 
spreading and hardy ‘The fruits are 
generally rouuded, mostly clingstone, 
very juicy, somewhat shreddy, and a 
tendency to become soft when 
cooked. 

The last advance has been achieved 
through the cross of Scout x McClure, 
Tbere has been much encouragement 
come from sévera] seedlings of this 
combination. The fruits are showing 
increased size, and in many @ highor 
dessert quality than Scout.

The Veterans’ Land Act 


The Veterans’ Land Act is de- 
signed to encourage Canada’s finest 
citizens—its young war veterans— 
to settle on the land. It is, there- 
fore, agricultural legislation of the 
greatest importance to the people 
of Western Canada. 

Full Time Farming. One of the 
main purposes of the Act is to 
assist qualified veterans to engage 
in farming as a full time occupation. 

Financial Provisions. For quali- 
fied veterans the Act provides a 
maximum of $6,000.00 to cover the 
cost of land, buildings and other 
permanent ‘improvements, livestock, 
and farm equipment, of which not 
more than $1,200.00 may be used 
for the purchase of livestock and 
equipment. @ 

At the time of application the 
veteran is called upon to deposit, in 
cash, 10 per cent of the cost of the 
land and buildings. He then signs a 
contract to repay only two-thirds of 
the cost of land, buildings and other 
permanent improvements over a 
period up to twenty-five years with 
interest at 34 per cent amortized. 
In effect, the government absorbs 4 
substantial part of the cost of each 
establishment, namely 23% per 
cent of the cost of the land and 
buildings plus the total cost of live- 
stock and equipment up to $1,200.00. 

Other Provisions. The Act pro- 
vides for the granting of loans at 
34% per cent interest rate to veterans 
who own their own land and require 
funds to resume farming operations. 
Recent amendments to the Act pro- 
vide for grants, up to $2,320.00, to 
veterans settled on Provincial 
lands; and for generous financial 
assistance to a yeteran who: pur- 
chases a farm on private agreement 
or proposes to lease a farm. 

Without doubt, the Veterans’ 
Land Act offers generous and 
broad assistance to qualified vet- 
erans who want to have a part in 
Canada’s great agricultural industry,
